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“Che Builder And ‘Ghe Inspector 


“And Cain knew his wife; and 
she conceived, and bare Enoch: 
and he builded a city, and called 
the name of the city, after the 
name of his son, Enoch,” Gen. 4: 
17. 


From the study of the Scrip- 
tures I find that those who built 
cities either named them after 
themselves or their sons. I notice 
one thing, there is nothing said 
about how Cain was to build, no 
instructions, but it is a proven 
fact that God was displeased with 
that whole antedeluvian dispensa- 
tion, with the exception of Enoch 


the seventh from Adam and not 
Cain’s son, and Noah who was 


given instructions how to build an 
ark to the saving of himself and 
his household. No deviation from 
the pattern shown him would have 
permitted him to escape any more 
than others who had lived wrong, 
but perfect obedience to God and 
faith in the same carried him thru. 
After all were destroyed with the 
exceptions of those mentioned and 
the storm clouds had rolled away, 
the sun was shining bright and the 
ark was resting on the mountains 
of Ararat from the seventh month 
until the second month and twen- 
ty-seventh day. God spoke and 
said, “Go forth of the ark,’—-a 
new dispensation, a new world, a 
new start for everything clean and 
unclean among the beast, fowls, 
etc. 


Man cannot be satisfied without 


/ 
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being something great, or making 
a big show, or being the “it,” so 
these sons of Noah after they 
journeyed from the east found a 
plain there in the land of Shinar. 
They dwelt there. “Let us make 
brick.”” This was a good substance 
all right. They were privileged to 
build as far as that was concerned. 
“Let us build us a_ city. Let us 
make us a name.” They were per- 
mitted tv do that too, but notice 
Gen. 11:5, “The Lord came down 
to see the city.”’ He is the Inspec- 
tor and if that which you build 
does not reach His approval, there 
will be a confounding of that 
which you build. 


1 Cor. 3:10, “According to the 
grace of God which is given unto 
me, as a wise masterbuilder, I have 
laid the foundation, and another 
buildeth thereon. But let every 
man take heed how he _ buildeth 
thereon.’ You remember how they 
were dispersed upon the face of 
the earth and their language con- 
fused. God is not the author of 
confusion. They were to blame. 
Why? For the same reason that 
folks are confused today. “Let us 
build us a_ city. Let us make 
brick.” God was not glorified, 
neither magnified, rather to them 
probably ignored. Brother, sister, 
God is a jealous God and you had 
better say, If God permit, If it be 
the will of God. If it isn’t you had 


better let it alone for “every plant 
which my heavenly Father hath 
not planted shall be rooted up.” 
Great cities have been built by 
man and some of them have been 
destroyed. Sodom, for instance, 
and Jericho were burnt with fire; 
Ai, also many other cities. But one 
good thing, the righteous will not 
be destroyed with the wicked. 


Take heed how you build, where 
you build, and what you build. If 
you build upon that foundation 
that Paul spoke of, remember 
there are six substances of which 
you may build—gold, silver, stone, 
wood, hay, stubble—but our work 
will be tried by fire .We are per- 
mitted to build but God will in- 
spect and try our building. Among 
all the buildings remember God 
chose one city; namely, Jerusalem. 
to place His name there, and of 
all the houses that have been 
built (some fine ones too, many 
mansions, but I’m persuaded they 
built them for themselves), Solo- 
mon built one for the Lord and a 
beauty it was, too. Turn in your 
3ibles and read of that fine struc- 
ture and I’m sure you will come 
near shouting when you _ think 
how well pleased God was with the 
building even if it did have walls 
carved with figures of cherubim. 
These were exalted angelic beings. 
Some are crying around about pic- 
tures, idols, etc., but they can turn 
on the radio and sit and listen and

Reports from Berlin, Oct. 31. 


“Along with different moves for 
peace among the Protestant 
church-goers on the part of offi- 
cials, issued unconfirmed report 
that Reichbishop Mueller has re- 
signed.” With this report it was al- 
so stated that ““Rudolph Hess, Hit- 
ler’s delegate in the rank of the 
Nazi party, has issued orders that 
all clergymen must resign their 
political connection.” “This was 
done in order to make it perfectly 
plain that Hitler meant what he 
said when he told three opposition 
church leaders that henceforth ev- 
ery church may fight its own bat- 
tles without hindrance from the 
Nazis.”

This once royal city of Cau.aan, 
on the boundary of Epnuen'm. ac: 
tuaily formed part of the marriage 
portion of one of Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ters, whom Solomon married ear- 
ly in his reign. 

Years before the city had been 
captured by the invading Egvp- 
tians and its return was a typical 
result of Solomon’s reputed  wis- 
dom. 

By marrying Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter he not only insured the friend- 
ship of the Egyptians, but aJso ac- 
quired contro] of this important 
Canaanite stronghold. 
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As soon as he got it back, Solo- 
mon rebuilt the fortress, which 
Pharaoh had attacked and left in 
ruins. 

Apart from the discoveries _re- 
lating to the ancient history of 
Gezer, the Palestine exploration 
expedition, led by Alan Rowe, has 
found further traces of the Egyp- 
tian occupation of the city. 

Tombs dating back more than 
4,000 years have been unearthed. 
They are just as they were when 
first built and through the centur- 
ies have escaped the depredations 
of robbers.

INTRODUCTION 


We told you last week that we 
had a definite proposition to put 
before you in the next issue of the 
Evangel. There are few of us but 
Who realize the tremendous need 
of a great revival which can alone 
come along stated lines and princi- 
ples outlined by the Lord Himself. 

Text: “Praying always with all 
prayer and supplication in the 
spirit, and watching thereunto 
with all perseverence and supplica- 
tion for all saints; and for me, that 
utterance may be given unto me.

gospel.” Eph. 6:18, 19. 

This text was spoken by the 


great apostle wherein he appeals 
unto the saints for co-operation 


and prayer that not only the min- 
isters should be inspired to declare 
the gospel but that all saints 
might be kept by the power of 
God. Lack of spontaneous _utter- 
ance among the ministry is the re- 
sult of a lack of prayer first on the 
part of the ministers and second 
as a lack of prayer on the part of 
the laity. 
HOW MAY WE HAVE A REVIVAL 
“Therefore also now, saith the 
Lord, turn ye even to me with all 
your heart, and with fasting, and 
with weeping, and with mourning: 
And rend your heart, and not your 
garments, and turn unto the Lord 
your God: for he is gracious and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and _ repenteth 
him of the evil. Who knoweth if he 
will return and repent, and leave 
a blessing behind him, even a 
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meat offering and a drink offer- 
ing unto the Lord your God? Blow 
the trumpet in Zion, sanctify a 
fast, call a solemn assembly: Ga- 
ther the people, sanctify the con- 
gregation, assemble the elders, ga- 
ther the children, and those that 
suck the breasts: let the  bride- 
groom go forth of his chamber. 
and the bride out of her closet. Let 
the priests, the ministers of the 
Lord, weep between the porch and 
the altar, and let them say, Spare 
thy people, O Lord, and give not 
thine heritage to reproach, that 
the heathen should rule over 
them: wherefore should they say 
among the people, Where is their 
God?” Joel 2:12-17. 

These verses are a recipe out- 
lining how we may obtain an out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit. We 
must turn unto God with all our 
heart, with fasting, and weeping 
and mourning. There must be 
genuine repentance and we must 
be sincere and get rid of our luke- 
warmness and _ half-hearted  ser- 
vice. Our hearts are to be broken 
up and we are to endeavor to see 
that our hearts are rent asunder 
by the doors being thrown open to 
invite the Holy Spirit in to dwell 
in them. 

The rending of garments took 
place when some disaster or ca- 
lamity was. prophesied or fulfill- 
ment of such prophecy. The prom- 
inent thought as evidenced in the 
prophecies of Joel, that calamity 
is approaching, is possible to be 
offset alone by the rending of our 
hearts. Thru the _ graciousness, 
mercifulness and kindness of God 
we may avert pending judgments 


and instead of calamity receive 
blessing. 
Ministers are warned to blow 


the trumpet in Zion. The gospel 
must be preached as is evidenced 
by the blowing of the trumpet and 
it must have a definite purpose 
and outline in harmony with the 
high calling of God. Pastors are 
warned to sanctify a fast and call 
a solemn assembly. Our lightness 
which is evidenced by iaughter and 
foolishness must be repented of 
and a solemnity take its place. We 
cannot have a manifestation of 
God’s presence without sanctity 
and solemnity. Pastors are warn- 
ed to gather the people. It is not 
enough to announce a_ revival: 
homes should be visited, people 
should be talked to about their 
sins and warned to get right with 
God. Pastors are also warned to

Text: “And there shall be sigus 
in the sun, and in the moon, and 
in the stars; and upon the earth 
distress of nations, with perplex- 
ity; the sea and waves roaring,” 
Luke 21:25. 


In these last days in which we 
live, much is being said about con- 
ditions or times getting better. 
Notice the text said, “and upon the 
earth distress of nations, with per- 
plexity.” In all the history of time 
there has never been so much dis- 
tress and trouble the world over. 
Webster says distress is pnysical 
or mental anguish. Many people 
from all the walks of life have 
suffered so much of both physical 
and mental trouble and anguish 
until] many have killed their hus- 
bands, wives and children, and 
then taken their own lives in an 
effort to get out of their awful 
misery. But so sad it is, they are 
only entering into eternity forever- 
more, of both physical and mental 
torture which will never end. Oh, 
that people could only realize what 
eternity will mean with its never- 
ending pain and torture. Luke 
says, “There will be distress with 
perplexity,” which means puzzle, 
doubt, confusion and embarrass- 
ment. Any fair thinking citizen 
can plainly see the entire business 
world is puzzled and amidst con- 
fusion. People can no longer do as 
they wish but must wait until per- 
mitted. This is just a little fore- 
sight of what will be during the 
awful tribulation which is just 
ahead. Rev. 13:17. The laboring 
class is so opposed until many 
are rebelling and striking. This 
condition at present is becoming 
quite serious. 


In this fair land of ours where 
many claim there is an overpro- 
duction of food and cotton, there 
are thousands who don’t have suf- 
ficient food and clothing for their 
bodies, yet we live in a land of 
plenty. Many wonder just what 
caused it all, and blame _ political 
leaders for it, but beloved, God has 
a hand in it and we must not for- 
get the fact that whether it suits 
our ideas and opinions or not, God 
is going to rule in the kingdom of 
men. Dan. 5:21. “Alas for the day 
of the Lord! for the day of the 
Lord is at hand, and as a destruc- 
tion from Almighty shall it come. 


Is not meat cut oft from before our 
eyes; yea, joy and gladness from 
the house of God? The seed is rot- 
ten under their clods, the garners 
are laid desolate, the barns are 
broken down; for the corn is with- 
ered. How do the beast groan! the 
herds of cattle are peiplexed, be- 
cause they have not pasture; yea, 
the flocks of sheep are made deso- 
late. O Lord, to thee will I cry: for 
the fire hath devoured the pas- 
tures of the wilderness, and the 
flame hath burned all the trees of 
the field.

C. No doubt he saw the condition 
of the great Midwest in 1934, in 
its pitiful plight—no rain to cause 
seed to grow so they rot under 
the ground; no corn and wheat to 
fill the barns and the awful misery 
of the cattle as they groan  be- 
cause of no water or pasture; 
thousands of cattle have been 
bought by the government and 
shipped to other sections to find 
water and pasture. Indeed the con- 
dition is becoming alarming, yet 
we know God rules in the kingodm 
of men. Dan, 5:21. Surely we can 
see the fulfillment of our text, 
“Distress of nations with perplex- 
_ 

Many have suggested reasons 
for the perplexing condition, and 
their opinions differ in many res- 
pects. But there is a cause and a 
remedy for it. People as a whole 
have forgotten God. They have 
left Him out of their business, 
turned away from Him and as a 
result have made a miserable fal- 
ure.

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ers have made a hobby of it, ruin- 
ed their influence and drove peo- 
ple away from church. Certainly 
it has its place in the Church but 
if we will preach the gospel of 
Christ which is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that 
believeth, I am sure God will, take 
care of the situation. — 


The war clouds seem to be fast 
gathering for another great con- 
flict. While the nations are crying 
peace, they are at the same time 
preparing for the greatest conflict 
the world has ever known. 1 Thes. 
5:3. “And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumors of wars: see that ye 
be not troubled: for all these 
things must come to pass, but the 
end is not,” Matt. 24:6. Surely in 
time of peace there has never been 
more rumors of war than this day 
in which we live. Let us notice a 
few instances of preparation for 
the coming conflict. Benito Musso- 
lini, dictator of Italy, has ordered 
compulsory military training for 
all the nation’s males beginniug 
at the age of eight. Italian news- 
papers hail his orders with enthus- 
iasm. Headlines term the new pre- 
paredness move a “revival of the 
spirit of the ancient Romans.” 
There are three orders of mil tary 
training compulsory.

This is only more 
cannon fodder for the gods of 
war. In Germany almost the same 
principle is being followed, also in 
Russia, God alone knowing where 
this will end. Dear ones, these are 
only a few of the many sign-posts 
pointing to the soon coming of 
our Lord. That which is to be done 
must be done quickly for surely 
His coming can’t be far distant. 
There is one admonition which we 
all need, “Watch therefore, for ve 
know neither the day nor _ the 
hour wherein the Son of man 
cometh,” Matt. 24:13.

Well that would 
spoil their religious feeling. The 
rest of it is “to bow down to wor- 
ship them.” Notice the molten sea 
that was made by Solomon, or ra~ 
ther directed by his employees. 1 
Kings 7:23-25, etc. This sea stood 
upon twelve oxen images. They 
even made images of lions, etc., 
not to worship, no! After they fin- 
ished the house for the Lord they 
then presented it to Him, the 
Great Inspector, and He appeared 
the second time to Solomon and 
said unto him, “I have heard thy 
prayer and thy supplication that 
thou hast made before me. I have 
hallowed this house which thou 
hast built to put my name there 
forever, and mine eyes and mine 
heart shall be there,” after you 
tear down those images and break 
down those walls of gold, for ’'m 
a plain God and don’t like decora- 
tion. Break down that molten sea 
with those oxen under it. If you 
want a bath get in a tub. You have 
gone to the extreme spending 
money that could have been giveu 
to the widows and orphans and 
the poor.

Go with me a stone’s cast farth- 
er, please. There may be many 
who have become dissatisfieqd and 
run off, left home, but you had 
better come back. Prov. 5:15. 
While this is used mostly to the 
married, but are you not married 
to Him? Notice, “Drink waters out 
of thine own cistern and running 
waters out of thine own well.” 


Go now with me to Mal. 2:10, 
“Have we not all one father? hath 
not one God created us? why do 
we deal treacherously every man 
against his brother, by profaning 
the covenant of our fathers? Ju- 
dah hath dealt treacherously, and 
an abomination is committed in 
Israel] and in Jerusalem; for Judah 
hath protaned the holiness of the 
Lord which he loved, and hath 
married the daughter of a strange 
god. The Lord will cut off the man 
that doeth this, the master and 
the scholar, out of the tabernacles 
of Jacob, and him that offereth an 
offering unto the Lord of hosts.

There- 
fore take heed to your spirit, and 
let none deal _ treacherously 
against the wife of his youth. For 
the Lord, the God of Israel, saith 
that he hateth putting away: For 
one covereth violence with his 
garment, saith the Lord of hosts: 
therefore take heed to your spirit, 
that ye deal not treacherously. Ye 
have wearied the Lord with your 
words. Yet ye say, Wherein have 
we wearied him? When ye say, 
Every one that doeth evil is good 
in the sight of the Lord, and he de- 
lighteth in them; or, Where is the 
God of judgment?” 

“Drink water out of thine own 
cistern. Jer. 2:13, “For my people 
have committed two evils; they 
have forsaken me the fountain of 
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living waters, and hewed them out 
cisterns, broken cisterns, that can 
hold no water.” There you are 
again. Among all the fountains 
there is a fountain. Now if this is 
too straight, just repent and I’m 
sure God will forgive you. Remem- 
ber Moses got water from the rock 
but disobeyed God. Surely the min- 
istry shouldn’t be classed as bab- 
ies, therefore let us be strong ia 
the might of the Lord and when 
things don’t go to suit us stay in 
the harness.

sanctify the congregation and as- 
sembly the elders, gather the chil- 
dren and those that suck the 
breast. God is dealing with the na- 
tion or nations as a whole and 
particularly insists that they be as- 
sembled for the purpose of instruc- 
tion, repentance and consecration. 
The bridegroom himself must go 
forth of his chamber and the 
bride out of her closet. These were, 
in ordinary times, allowed to share 
each other’s love for a period of 
one year without molestation. But 
the pending judgments of God 
forced them to act upon divine 

things first. 


We are further warned that the 
priests, the ministers of the Lord, 
must weep between the porch and 
the altar. There is not enough 
weeping today, we are not serious- 
minded enough, we are  priding 
ourselves upon the name of the 
Church and the Pentecostal bless- 
ing without bearing the fruit that 
the early Church bore or that God 
has commanded us to bear. Our 
prayers are not to be limited for 
our particular church and famil- 
ies, but they must be broadened 
to include “the people” who make 
up the nation or nations and cer- 
tainly the community in which we 
all minister. Every minister’s pray- 
er should be to “spare thy people, 
O Lord,” and give not thine inher- 
itance to reproach. During the aw- 
ful trend toward atheism minis- 
ters should be busy in _ prayer, 
pleading the blood of Christ over 
the lost and dying world and re- 
fusing to give the heritage for 
which Christ has died over into 
the hands of godless teachers. And 
if the people should begin to rea- 
son within their hearts and say, 
where is their God? then will the 
Lord be jealous for His land, and 
pity His people. Yea, the Lord will 
answer and say unto his people. 
Behold, I will send you corn and 
wine and oil and ye shall be satis- 
fied therewith and I will no more 
make you a reproach among the 
people. God not only promises to 
restore the fertility of the land but 
especially an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit is also promised.

mourning of God’s people), 
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I will pour out my spirit upon all 
flesh.” God’s blessings may be shed 
abroad copiously on all nations 
if God’s people, the Christians, will 
prepare themselves through re- 
pentance and intercessory prayer 
for His blessings. “And your sons 
and your daughters shall prophe- 
sy.” God here promises to take 
your children and use them in the 
spread of the Gospel and edifying 
of the body of Christ. “And your 
old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see _ visions.” 
Where prayer and fasting accom- 
pany evangelistic effort God will 
move upon the people in terrifying 
visions and dreams intent upon 
awakening them from the slumber 
of sin. Remember the revival be- 
ginning at Pentecost was preceded 
by prayer and_ supplication in 
which the apostles, certain women 
and other disciples engaged. If we 
want an outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit we must proceed along Bi- 
ble lines. We must act as those 
who received such outpourings in 
times past have acted. 


PRAYER HOUR 


Gathering from Acts 3:1 there 
was an hour of prayer, which was 
the ninth hour, conducted in the 
temple and we prefer to think it 
may have been daily. If we should 
ask for a public gathering for an 
hour of prayer you would say you 
were too busy, however, knowing 
that prayer is the means by which 
we may accomplish what God has 
put in our hands to do, and that 
our weapons are not carnal but 
that they are mighty thru God to 
the pulling down of strongholds, 2 
Cor. 10:4, we want to ask every 


pastor if you feel so disposed to’ 


assist us in enlisting at least ten 
thousand members who will spend 
one hour in prayer each day. If 
you so desire and feel that the pur- 
pose is good you could enlist five, 
ten, fifteen, twenty, a hundred, or 
as many in your local church as 
will promise to pray one hour each 
day. These prayers should include 
supplication that God might direct 
the General and State Overseers, 
the Editor and Publisher, General 
Secretary and Editor of Sunday 
School literature, in their work, 
and all other ministers should be 
included in this prayer to which 
should be added cases of affliction 
of persons who need healing, 
churches who are having a strug- 
gle and have needs to be supplied. 
If you will enlist yourselves to co- 
operate with me I will secure a 
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book and will enter the name of 
your church and the number who 
have agreed to pray one hour 
aday on that book. From 
time to time thru the Evangel 
could be. stated certain definite 
needs of individuals and churches 
as objects of prayer as well as an- 
swers of prayer. And let me say 
right here that unless we rekindle 
and intensify the Pentecostal 
flame upon the altars of our 
hearts it will not be long until the 
Church of God, like all other move- 
ments, will have apostatized and 
lost its apostolic identity by inter- 
mingling with the world like all 
other church movements have 
done. Do you want to see the 
Church dangling at the end ofa 
rope, lifeless and helpless because 
of the lack of power? Or do you 
want to see it an institution thru 
which souls are saved, sick bodies 
are healed, miracles are wrought, 
God’s people are edified and Christ 
is glorified? If so, please co-oper- 
ate as ministers. Send me a list of 
those names in your church who 
will agree to spend one hour in 
prayer each day. Or if you prefer, 
send me a letter of rank criticism 
and tell me that I am trying to or- 
ganize something new or taking 
too much authority. I am ready for 
either, but if we are to have a New 
Testament revival of signs and 
wonders we must first have a New 
Testament prayer meeting. I am 
awaiting your reply.
